PLAYER’S  POSITIONS 


GOALKEEPER  — The  goalkeeper’s  main  responsibility  is  to 
keep  the  puck  from  entering  the  goal  and  there  are  no 
restrictions  placed  on  the  methods  he  can  employ.  His 
offensive  contributions  are  limited  and  consist  of 
occasionally  passing  the  puck  up  to  his  defensemen  or 
forwards  to  start  a rush.  A goalkeeper  never  scores  a goal 
and  only  on  rare  occasions  does  he  receive  credit  for  an 
assist. 

DEFENSEMEN  — Basically  the  two  defensemen  try  to  stop 
the  incoming  piay  at  their  own  blue  line.  They  also  block 
shots  clear  the  puck  from  in  front  of  their  goal  and  watch 
the  opposing  forwards.  Offensively  they  carry  the  puck  up 
the  ice  or  pass  the  puck  up  to  the  forwards,  then  follow  the 
play  into  the  attacking  zone  and  help  to  keep  it  there. 


CENTER  — The  center  operates  mostly  up  and  down  the 
middle  of  the  ice  and  usually  leads  his  team  s attack  by 
carrying  the  puck.  He  sets  up  plays  by  exchanging  passes 
to  his  two  wingmen  and  tries  to  steer  the  play  in  towards  the 
opponent's  goal.  Defensively  he  tries  to  keep  the  play  in  the 
attacking  zone  by  harassing  the  opponent  s puck  carrier. 
(Forechecking).  After  the  opposition  works  the  puck  out  of 
their  end  of  the  rink,  he  tries  to  interrupt  their  playmaking  as 
it  moves  through  the  neutral  zone  and  into  his  defending 
zone.  (Backchecking). 

WINGS  — The  two  wings  move  up  and  down  the  sides  of 
the  rink  with  the  direction  of  play.  Offensively  they  skate 
abreast  of  the  center  exchanging  passes  with  him  while 
positioning  themselves  for  a shot  on  the  goal.  Defensively 
they  watch  the  opponent’s  wings  and  try  to  disrupt  their 
playmaking  and  shooting  as  the  action  moves  back  towards 
the  defending  zone.  (Backchecking).

Surprises  in  the  positive  manner  are  the  spice  of  life  that  makes  living  fun.  Such  is  the  case  with 
the  Flint  Spirits  new-found  star,  John  Vecchiarelli.

The  reputation  of  the  International  Hockey  League  as  developing  great  National  Hockey  League  goaltenders 
continues  during  the  1985-86  season.  Several  former  IHL  goalies,  including  five  former  Komets,  are  playing 
or  have  played  in  the  NHL  this  season.  And  that’s  why  Pokey  Reddick  is  once  again  wearing  the  Komet’s  “K”. 
Reddick  was  sent  back  down  to  the  Komets  a couple  of  weeks  ago,  not  because  he  wouldn’t  fit  into  the  American 
League,  but  because  the  Winnipeg  Jets  wanted  him  to  get  the  experience.  The  IHL  is  noted  for  more  shots 
on  goal  than  the  American  League.  In  the  AHL,  a goaltender  will  face  anywhere  from  ten  to  twenty  shots  a 
game.  In  the  “1”,  he  may  face  20,  30,  and  on  some  nights,  up  to  near  50  shots  on  goal.  That’s  experience! 


Reddick  joined  the  Komets  at  the  end  of  the  last  season,  sharing  duties  with  Alain  Chevrier.  Pokey  played 
well  and  even  shutout  Milwaukee  in  the  last  game  of  the  regular  season.  Chevrier  has  gone  on  to  join  the  New 
Jersey  Devils  and  is  playing  very  well.  Reddick  would  like  to  add  his  name  to  the  list  of  Komets  playing  goal 
in  the  NHL,  names  like  Bob  Janecyk,  Murray  Bannerman,  Darren  Jensen  and  Chevrier.  Darrell  May  played 
a few  games  with  the  St.  Louis  Blues  this  season  before  being  sent  back  to  Peoria. 

When  asked  about  being  back  in  Fort  Wayne,  Reddick  said,  “It’s  always  tough 
to  come  back  down.  But  it  was  easier  to  come  to  Fort  Wayne.  I've  got  friends  here 
and  that  always  makes  it  easier." 

After  just  one  week  in  the  American  Hockey  League,  Pokey  played  in  three  games 
and  needed  the  work  a goaltender  gets  in  the  IHL.  “I’m  looking  forward  to  getting 
the  work. ! need  to  play,  to  get  the  shots,  to  get  the  experience."  After  playing  junior 
hockey  with  the  Brandon  Wheatkings  in  the  Western  Hockey  League,  Reddick  was 
faced  with  a much  better  league.  “The  league  was  very  good  last  year  and  I think 
it's  even  better  this  season.  The  IHL  seems  to  get  better  and  better  each  year." 

Although  he’s  glad  to  be  playing  in  Fort  Wayne,  Reddick  has  the  same  goals  as 
any  other  hockey  player  that  comes  through  the  Summit  City,  to  make  it  to  the  NHL. 
As  we’ve  already  said,  many  have  made  it  and  we  hope  Pokey  does  too.  In  the  mean 
time,  welcome  back  to  the  Komets.

A LOOK  AROUND  THE  LEAGUE 

Where  did  the  Saginaw  Generals  come  from?  Saginaw  started  out  very  slow  this  season,  which  surprised 
everyone  including  the  Generals.  Making  the  move  from  Flint  during  the  summer,  the  Generals  wanted  to  make 
a good  impression  on  their  new  hometown.  They  lost  their  first  four  games.  Their  first  win  came  against  hapless 
Toledo  and  it  took  an  overtime  period  and  then  went  to  the  first  shootout  of  the  year.  That’s  been  one  of  Saginaw’s 
strong  points,  the  shootout. 

As  of  1 1/25/85,  the  Generals  were  in  first  place  in  the  East  Division.  They  beat  the  Komets  on  Friday,  4-1, 
with  Rick  Knickle  kicking  out  38  of  39  shots. They  beat  Flint  the  next  night  to  raise  their  total  points  to  21  to 
take  over  first  place  in  the  east.  They  lead  Muskegon  by  a point.  Totals  as  of  this  writing:  Saginaw  has  played 
16,  won  10,  lost  6 and  tied  0.  The  Generals  picked  up  one  point  in  an  overtime  loss.  The  Generals  have  scored 
59  goals  and  given  up  52.  After  five  games,  the  Generals  had  been  outscored  21-14.  It  has  been  quite  a turn- 
around for  Saginaw. 

Then  there's  the  Milwaukee  Admirals — are  they  surprising  anyone?  After  a last  place  finish  in  the  league 
last  season,  the  Ad's  dropped  their  affiliation  with  the  Chicago  Blackhawks.  General  Manager  Phil  Whitliff  returned 
to  the  bench  and  some  familiar  names  have  turned  Milwaukee  around.  So  much  in  fact,  the  Admirals  are  in 
first  place  in  the  league,  again,  as  of  11/15/85.  Milwaukee  took  the  lead  away  from  Fort  Wayne  and  Salt  Lake 
on  Sunday  by  beating  Flint  4-1 . That  gave  the  Admirals  24  points  and  the  lead  in  both  the  West  Division  and 
the  league.  Fort  Wayne  and  Salt  Lake  are  tied  at  22  points  in  second  place.  In  17  games,  the  Admirals  have 
won  12,  lost  5 with  no  ties.  They  have  lit  the  lamp  76  times  while  giving  up  47  goals.  Another  part  of  the  reason 
is  Dale  Yakiwchuk,  who  has  20  points  and  is  one  of  the  top  scorers  in  the  league.  Another  big  reason  is  goaltender 
Lindsay  Middlebrook.  Middlebrook  has  a goals  against  average  of  2.31,  the  best  in  the  league.  And  at  one 
point  in  the  season,  when  the  Admirals  came  to  the  Coliseum,  he  was  sporting  a 0.75  GAA.  That  was  November 
2nd,  and  he  sure  impressed  the  fans  that  night.  The  Komets  won  that  night,  3-2,  but  if  it  hadn’t  been  for  Mid- 
dlebrook, it  could  have  been  10-2. 

Both  Saginaw  and  Milwaukee  have  that  same  target  as  all  the  other  teams,  the  Turner  Cup  Championship. 
The  Generals  have  tasted  the  victory  two  years  ago  when  they  were  in  Flint.  Milwaukee  has  not  won  a Turner 
Cup.  The  way  both  teams  are  playing,  they  could  do  it  this  year ...  of  course,  there’s  a big  obstacle,  the  new 
Fort  Wayne  Komets.

WHAT’S  UP  NEXT 

Following  this  three  game  week,  the  Komets  will  host  the  Peoria  Rivermen  next  Wednesday, 
December  4th.  Remember,  all  Wednesday  games  start  at  7:00  p.m.  this  season.  That’s  a half 
hour  earlier  than  last  year.  That  gives  everyone  the  opportunity  to  see  the  game  and  get  home 
early  enough  for  the  next  day’s  activities.  This  is  the  first  visit  for  the  Rivermen.  By  that  time  we 
will  have  seen  them  twice,  as  we  play  them  on  the  29th  of  November.  In  the  only  meeting  as 
of  this  writing,  the  Komets  hold  a 1-0  edge  in  games,  having  won  in  Peoria  on  October  27th,  4-2, 
Peoria  is  currently  at  the  bottom  of  the  West  Division  with  6 wins,  9 losses  and  no  ties.  They 
have  picked  up  two  points  in  overtime  losses  for  a total  of  14  points.  They  have  scored  49  goals 
and  allowed  61 .

The  Goaldiggers  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  league  at 
this  time  with  a 4-15-0  record  with  3 points  in  overtime  losses.  The  Diggers  have  1 1 points.  That 
game  is  an  early  one,  starting  at  2:00  p.m.  Remember,  all  the  Komet  games,  home  and  road, 
are  broadcast  on  Hot  Country,  93.3,  WBTU.
